The Secretary of the Rhode Island Executive Office of Health and Human Services (EOHHS) has under
consideration an amendment to the Medicaid regulations entitled, 210-RICR-40-00-3 Medicaid Integrated
Health Care Coverage, SSI Financial Eligibility Determinations.

These amendments reflect this year’s COLA increases as well as the 2021 SSI and Spousal Impoverishment
Standards and updates the Projected Monthly Private Pay Costs by Institutional Level of Care.
